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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the limitatiuon including "only" has not been described In the specification.. 
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Applicant states that Tuthill and Muranda are not combinable in that Muranda does not teach a dual PN 
system and junctions being collocated on a first substrate. This argument is not persuasive because 
Muranda teaches in col. 2, lines 50-55 that both PNs could be collocated on the same (first) substrate (IC 
chip). 

Applicant states that modifying Tuthill by separating the PN from the measuring device would increase 
noise. This argument is not persuasive because, in the rejection on the merits, the Examiner does not 
modify the primary (Tuthill) reference in the way as argued by the Applicant. 

With respect to "exactly" vs. "only one" in claim 1: please note that neither statement has been described in 
the specification. Moreover, in page 7, line 3 of the specification, Applicant states that the multiplexor 
could be coupled to first, second or both terminals . 

Applicant states that Tuthill is silent so as to having a common substrate for a first and second diodes. 
Please refer to col. 2, lines 26-28. In addition, in the rejection on the merits, the Examiner considers that the 
substrate is any support of electronic components of the circuit unless otherwise specified.
